I attended the comneneement. exercises 
at the St. Regis Village School and was particularly 
impressed with the progress made by the children under 
the skilled guidance of the good Sisters presently in 
charge. These children not oniy graded well in the 
achievement tests which I administered but their deportment 
and bearing is a great credit upon the work done there by 
the Sisters of St. Ann. 


I took an opportunity of having these Sisters 
visit the new two room school with attached tsacher's quarters 
which has just been completed on the Chenail section of the 
St. Regis Agency. I will say no more except that I feel that 
these teachers were impressed with the very modern building 
which we have erected. 


I feel that it would be to the benefit of the 
Church, the Indians and the Department if we could persuadé 
the Sisters of St. Ann to assume the responsibility of teaching 
the children in the area served by this new school. We would 
have approached you long ago with this proposal but have 
hesitated because we could not offer your Sisters the Daiy 
Mass required by your Order. 
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We would be glad to offer one large 
basement room for conversion as a chapel.

1-1-1X (#), mentions that the Sisters of St. Ann will 
be taking over the Chenail School in September next, 
i had not heard anything definite from the Sisters. 
in the absence of definite information, i heave 
requested sister Zita some time ago to take up with 
her superior the question of the Chenail echoole I 
have now received a letter from the Provincial 
Superior. when the Superior was at st. Megis last 
Hall, this matter was discussed and it seemed that 
unless the Sisters could have Mass in the Chenail 
every morning, they would not be able to stay there. 
the suggestion was made by the Superior that they 
should live at St. Regis and be driven to and from 
their work as is done in some of the rural schools 
at Dorion, Saraguay and St. Jerome. At the same 
time, an arrangement would be worked out whereby 
the girls from the Village could be taken to the 
Chenail to participate in the Sewing end vooking 
classes. to do this, however, 1 should imagine, 
would require a station wagon. 


i had suggested to the superior that 
it would be a good thing if it were possible for the 
Sisters to take an interest in the younger women 
after school hours. in her letter, the Superior 
Suggests the appointment of a Principal who, together 
with the two teachers employed in the Village and two 
in the Chenail, would mean five teaching sisters 
staying at the Kesidence in the Village.

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The Superior suggests that a Principal would be 


in a position to help the other sisters by coaching 
backward pupils and also teaching Sewing and Cooking 
as well as organizing sewing groups among the younger 
women in the Village. 


i do not know what the policy of your 
office is concerning the transportation requested by 
the Superior but i should like to add, however, that 
I have made no commitments whatsoever to the Sisters 
in this regard. whether or not the sewage disposal 
System at the Village will accommodate additional 
Sisters, I do not know. the lot is so small that 
there is hardly room to get a truck in to bring in 
the fuel and, of course, the aisposal bed had to be 
cut to a minimum. 


As it would seem there are many things 
to be straightened out yet, 1 believe it would be 
advisable to have ea definite understanding before 
we think about placing any of our other teachers.

During our recent telephone conversation, 
you will recall the differences which have arisen between 
Miss Comeau and Miss Francis of the Chenail school was 
discussed. At the close of the school term, the teachers 
concerned do not appear to have made any reconciliation. 
Yrior to school closing, this matter was discussed with 
each teacher with a view to having them mend their dispute. 
it was pointed out that disputes between teachers would 
eventually have a detrimental effect upon children and 
we were not in a position to condone a situation of that 
matures A few days before school closed, the matter was 
@gain discussed with Miss Comeau and she stated that 
while ‘she would like to return to the shenail school 
she doubted very much if she would if the same arrangement 
existed between her and Miss #Srancis. in other words, if 
“ise *rancis teaches at that school next year, Miss Comeau 
will likely not be here. while it is difficult to get at 
the root of their dispute, information obtained would 
lead me to believe that the teachers concerned are making 
@ mountain out of a molehill and neither is willing to 
admit their fault. 


“8 previously advised, it may be possible 
that Mise Francis may enter religious life and, if BO, 
perhaps another teacher could be hired to ‘ake her places 
Whether or not there would be agreement bervween them is 
aifficult to say.

McDonald, of the Chenail 
offered to do this work for $175.00 but Mr. Agent Long told me that 
he hed neither the material, tools or experience to do the work proper- 
iy, and he advised mo to see a builder in Cornwall. I called on Mr. 
Smith, the Member, who recommended me to Atchison & Co., Sew Mill 
Owners and Contractors. I sew Mr. Atchison and he told me that if 
requested to do so he would give ea detailed Setimate, and if he under- 
took the work would have it completed in time to open the school this 
Fall. I would suggest that Mr. Atchison be commmicated with, as 
even if the Indians were given the work, the Department would have to 
go good for the material, and it is doubtful if it would be completed in 
time or done satisfactorily. 
The Indiens expressed themselves as willing to take advantage 
of the school if re-opened end were willing to have the regulations

I beg to say that when I @ authorized to purchase 
certain school supplies I make out a list of foods wanted, 
hand it to an Indian, renerally the mail carrier, Anrus 
Latour, and gets the goods in Cornwall, and is paid by the 
company from whom goods are purchased for carting foode 
from Cornwall to St. Regis. If the order is a small one 
he is paid 25g. If «4 large one 50¢. 

In this case the company, Smith Hardware, omitted 
noting on a previous account, 50¢ for cartare. The Indian 
was paid for carting two lots, and which was marked on 
this particular account. 

I may add, that when school supriies are trans- 
ferred from Cornwall to St. Reris, that there is yet a 
charre for delivery to the schools. If the school is a 
long distance from St. Regis, such as Chetlain School or 
St. Reris Island School, I fenerally have the supplied 
elivered for 50¢, © if at i in the fall or early 
spring, sometimes I am obliged to pay 75¢. 

If I was to hire an Indian to make a trip to 
Cornwall for school supplies, it would cost $2.00 or more, 
but by havinr the cartare done through the mail carrier, 
Angus Latour, 1 get it done much cheaper.

Chief Dick Lazere and Mitchell Lazere, Chenail 
Indians who are interested in having a well at this scheol, 
and whe need werk, say that they are prepared te commence 
the well at a daily wage ef $1.50 each, er they would dig 
the well at $2.00 per feot, including the stening ef it. 

I think the #2.00 per foot would be the best 
effer, fer if they could net go deep enough te strike 
water, it would be their ewn leok eut. However either 
by the day er by the foot should net cost a great deal. 

The Indianssay that areund Chen&il School, that 
water can be got at a depth ef about 20 Ft, but that there 
is a pessibility ef striking quick sand. If quick sand 
was struck at near the finish ef the well, this would 
mean some lumber for boxing purpose. If any lumber would 
have te be purchased fer this purpose, it would be under- 
steod that the Department would pay for it. 

This is about the best I can de on this well 
question.

Further to your letter of July 23rd, File 33-1-5 
(W.T.1), please note the following concerning the proposed 
two-room school in the Chenail. 


I can get Mr. L. Givogue of 25 Belmont Street, 
Cornwall, to put this school up. He will supervise the 
construction himselr et $1.50 per hour and will hire key 
carpenters himself et $1.30 per hour plus $2.00 a day to 
cover bridge toll, etc. We would have to supply the balence 
of lebour end also hunt up materials. ijegarding the latter, 
I heve interviewed Mr. Hodgins of the Hodgins Lumber Company 
of Cornwall and the letter edvises m that they will do every- 
thing in their power to see that materials are leid dow on 
the job in sufficient quentity to keep the thing rolling es 
soon as construction starts. This, of course, depends on 
whether or not you want the job done this way. Mr. Hodgins 
himself advised me he would not take any contract insofar es 
construction is concerned but would certeinly make every effort 
to supply us the necessary materials. He would heve to know, 
of course, at least three or four weeks shead and thet would 
mean within the next few deys if we want construction to stert 
by the middle of September. 


Another alternative is the Farley Construction 
Company of Ottawa. This firm hes under construction a leree 
school in the city of Cornwall, end will, while in the vicinity, 
probably heve other jobs to do. In conversation with the 
representetive of this firm the other dey, I em edvised that 
they are prepered to teke over the job of supplying materiels 
end complete construction. This firm can be contacted in 
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ttewa. iIn this regard, I might say thet such en arrangement 
would appear to be most satisfactory as we have now reached 
the point here where it is getting almost impossible for 

me to divide my time much more than I em doing. 


The last suggestion I have to offer is a 
Company recently formed by Mr. L. C. Dalgleish of Third Ste, 
Cornwall, Ontario, In conversation with thie man I believe 
he would be prepareé to underteke the job on e cost-plus 
basis or perhaps otherwise, Whether or not you could tie 
him down to guarantee delivery of materials, I do not know. 


In anelyzing the above situation I do not 
think you will have much difficulty in arriving et e solution. 
May I say, however, thet it is most important that construction 
of this building start without delay.

Co. advises 
they have gone approximately 28 feet and have not 
struck water. He informs me they have made tests 
which would show little indication of water at 40 
feet. Already they are I5 ft. below the river and 
adjacent to same. Wells in vicinity show ample 
water at 22 ft. As it is not possible to definitely 
say water will be reached at any specific depth 
would you suggest first recommendation that water 
be piped in from river. At this point stream is 
at least 30 to 40 ft. deep. Nearest point of 
contamination is many miles to the west. Cornwall 
sewage does not affect south channel of St. Lawrence, 
Stream flows at approximately 6-7 miles per hour 
at this point.

As previously discussed with you by telephone 
the Contractor engaged in building the above two-room schoo 
hes encountered considerable difficulty in obtaining well water. 
It is possible that this well may fill up at a later date but 
in order to ensure that we have an assured source of water for 
the school our Indian Agent, Mr. Bomnah has recommended that 
we test the river water. 


The school is situated about one hundred and fifty 
feet from the ©t. Lawrence. At this point, the strean is at 
least thirty to forty feet deep and the nearest point of 
contamination is meny miles to the west. The Gornwall sewage 
does not affect the south channel of the St. Lawrence. The 
stream flows at approximately seven miles per hour at this point. 


It would be appreciated, if one of your officiais 
could go to Cornwall and interview Mr. Bonnah in this regard. His 
phone number is Fort Covington 2288 (via Malone, New York).

& meeting was held in my office yesterday 
to discuss the problem of providing an adequate water supply 
for the above school now being constructed in your agency. 
We have now received a Bacteriological report on the two 
samples of water taken from the well which has recently been 
dug at the school. In both these reports the water has been 
Classified as “"D". 


Present at the meeting were Mr. Farley, Mr. 
Buck, Mr. Rankin, Me. Hargreaves, Mr. Doucet and myself. It 
wes decided that in view of the small supply of water from the 
present well that two alternatives presented themselves: 


(1) To drill a well to a depth of 100 to 125 feet. 


(2) To pump water from the St. Lawrence river through a 
chlorinator into a tank in the school building. 


After a long discussion it was unanimously 
decided to follow course two and be assured of a steady source 
of water. In view of recent experiences with wells in your 
agency and because of the hexvy expenditure and uncertainty 
ainvolved in sinking another well, I think you will agree with 
this solution. 


Steps are being taken by our Engineer to 
prepare the necessary specifications for this project. Mr. 
Farley will take the necessary soundings and will be prepared 
to carry out this work as a sub-contract to his main contract. 
It was decided that we should find out definitely from you as 
to the pessibility of getting pewer to the school. You will 
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recall that you had previously mentioned this in 

past correspondence. It would greatly facilitate 

the pumping of water from the river to the school 

if we could arrange for an electric pump rather than 
a gasoline pump. Therefore, we would appreciate 
hearing from you as soon as possible regarding recent 
developments with regard to the provision of power at 
this school.

be in Class "D". I think it would be wise to 
follow the course discussed in your office and 
have the water brought to the school from the 
river using a chlorinator. 


Regarding the electricity, I wish 
I could teil you definitely when the power can 
be brought on the Reservee The Congress of the 
United States has already been petitioned to 
permit the Central New York Power Company to 
export power to St. Regis Reservee I was dis- 
cussing this matter on the telephone with Mr. 
Woods, the Menager of the Central New York Power 
Company, the other day but apparently the only 
thing we can do is wait until the authorization 
comes throughs Mr-« Woods did not seem to feel 
that his Company would not get the permit to 
exporte When the permit is issued, the matter 
of bringing power onto the Reserve will then be 
handled through the Shawinigan Power Company. 
I was also speaking to Mre Mather, the Manager 
of this Company in Montreal, and according to 
his information they will be glad to proceed 
with the work as soon as the Export Permit is 
issued. 


I think we should proceed on the 
assumption that we will get the power but if the 
water is required before we have a hook-up with 
the power, then it is suggested that a gas engine 
be used in the meantime. 


As previously discussed with Mr-e 
Phelan, I would suggest that you telephone Mr.

As you know, considerable effort has 
been made in order to obtain a hot water heating 
System for the above school but without avail. 

While it appeared to the writer that the instailetion 
of a hot air heating system would leave little room 
in the furnace room, I hesitated to make any comment 
until I could have something definite to work on. 
When speaking to Mre Marleau this morning about this 
matter, he advised me that when the hot sir and cold 
air pipes were attached to the furmace there would 
definitely be no passageway open between what is shown 
on the basement plan as the sewing room and manual 
training roome I also learn from Mre Marleau that 
there is no possible way of moving this furnace 
around to arrange a passageway between the two rooms. 


I am advising you of the above in the 
event that the Engineering Service might have some 
plan whereby the passageway they have shown on the 
plan between these two rooms can be utilized. 


It is most unfortunate that in putting 
up a building of this nature the hot water heating 
system was not provided fore It appears to the 
writer that the cost of construction of this building 
warrants something better than a hot air heating

The gravity warm eir heating system was chosen 
for this School as we were advised that the possibility of 
obtaining electric power was remote. The choice of the fur- 
nace was restricted to one manufacturer as several competitive 
ped had discontinued making units large enough for a school 
his size. 


The NeClary Magnet warm air furnace which was in- 
stalled, is a type designed primarily for burning wood. 
However, linings and special erates can be furnished for 
burning soft or hard coal according to the manufacturer's 
catalogue data; ani to make certain of this we contacted the 
manufacturer. 


On December 23rd and December 29th, 1947, General 
Steel Wares advised us by letter that they were in « position 
to supply this furnace in the two sizes asked for, and thet 
they would provide suitable grates and linings for burning coale 


It is suegested that the Contractor be instructed 
to check the grates and linines with a view to making certain 
that they are suitable or unsuitable as the case may be for 
burning coale The Contractor should also request the manu- 
facturer to provide proper shaking tools for the purpose of 
disposing of ash as it collects on the grates.

It was my understanding when Mre Buck 
and yourself were here that we would have a shaker 
grate inetalled in the furnace of the above school. 
The grate has been installed and the side castings. 
it is a permanent grate- I am somewhat dubious about 
the satisfaction we will get from this furnace. I am 
not against a permanent grate but I am quite sure that 
with a casting of not more than ten inches high set on 
the grate on both sides and the end that we will not 
get very much satisfaction. in the first place, there 
is no way to bank a firee Consequently, with a fire 
box of that size, side castings won't last two months. 
while it is my opinion that the side walls and back 
ef this furnace should be bricked with fire brick, 
there does not seem to be any way we can get this done 
unless we undertake to do it ourselves-« It appears 
that insofar as the Company is concerned, they just 
sent one permanent grate and four side castings not 
ever ten inches high slong with ome casting of similar 
height for the back.« While I have had some changes 
made from the original installation made by the sub- 
contractor, Marlesau, I am certainly not satisfied as 
yet. 


Perhaps Mr- Buck or the Company con- 
cerned might be able to supply further information.

Apropos discussion and letter of 
september 15th concerning the furnace in the new 
Chenail ochoole when Mre Buck, Mre Neary, Mre 
Warley and the writer were discussing the type of 
grates to be used in the furnace, it was definitely 
understood, at the school that day, that we would 
be getting a shaker grate so that we could burn 
hard comle At that time, your office was pressing 
for information in order to requisition fuel for 
the schools but my reply of June 16th last was held 
up pending information as noted abovee 


As shown in my letter of the 15th 
instant, the grates arrived and were installed in 
the furnacee Being somewhat dubious, Il wrote you 
explaining the situatione In the meantime, i 
discussed the matter thoroughly with Mre Ryan of 
the Farley Construction Company as it appeared to 
the writer that the grates as installed would 
definitely not give us satisfaction burning hard 
coale in an endeavour to help us, Mre Ryan arranged 
for two officials of the General Steel Wares to come 
here and look this furnace overe Mre Hebert and 
another official of the General steel Wares in 
Montreal came here yesterday and, after looking the 
furnace over, stated definitely that we would never 
get any satisfaction by burning hard coal in the 
furnace. 
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a these officials produced all correspondence from 
the stngineering ©ranch and it appears that no 
mention ever was made to the Company for anything 
elee but a wood or soft coal burning unit. it is 
common knowledge that in this location wood is very 
aifficult to obtain and soft coal is no substitute 
in a hot air heating system in a school. The 
officials of veneral Steel Wares, when questioned 
as to the practicability of burming soft coal in 
our school, even if some could be obtained, said 
they certainly would not recommend it under such 
conditionse ‘This, of course, is quite understandable. 


i understand that the type of furnace 
that should be installed there is a GeSeWe 20-56 
Heavy Duty Warm Air Furnace, specially built for hard 
coal, coke or wood, equipped with shaker grates and 
deep ash pite it is my understanding that such a 
unit could be installed in place of the present one-« 
the officials could not tell me whether such a unit 
was available but, undoubtedly, information can be 
had on this point from the Toronto Head Uffice of 
this firme 


according to information from the 
sngineering Branch to GeS.We, & wood burning unit 
will be used in many schools now under construction 
or to be constructed in the near futuree it would 
seem advisable, therefore, to obtain, if possible, 
the 20-36 unit and install it here and have the 
present unit sent to some school where wood is 
obtainable. As to installation of the shaker unit, 
this should not present such a great problem as 
both models are similar and very little alteration 
would have to be made to the heating jacket.

damage done by winds some of the asphalt shingles on the 
northwest roof of the building have become completely 
loosened fram the nails. Arrangements have been made to have 
these replaced without deley.e. MWr- Ryan of Farley Constr. 
Co-, hes agreed toc take his men to the school Monday for 
repairs. 


What I am concerned about is that we are going to have 
continuous trouble every time we get a high wind unless we 
either put an asbestos roof on the west side of the school 
and residence or are able to cement down the present shingles. 
i understend that unless we get very warm weather cement 
will not prove out very successful. The greatest trouble 
is going to be in finding out just what shingles are lifting 
from the nails as it wovld appear that without reneiling 
we would not get the full use or benefit even if the shingles 
were cemented. While the visible amount of damage is, at 
present, slight it is hard to say how many shingles ere 
lifting from the nails and to learn this prectically every 
shingle will have to be lifted from the flep or weather end. 
Such a proceedure does not help a roof of this nature. While 
talking to an experienced roofing man this morning 1 learn 
that such a roof, while giving long service in a town or 
city or well sheltered community, is not practicel in open 
country especially so when the roof surfaee_is large.

I endeavoured, a few days ago, to obtain a 
bundle of black shingles of the same type but was unable 
to do soe I did purchase one bundle of black asphalt 
shingles of a smaller size. 


It was my understanding that the shingles 
on that roof called for four nails to the shingle and that 
they were put om accordingly« I do not know whether re- 
nailing will solwe our problem but if it will, it would 
seem advisable that this be done without delay as the 
Visible damage, as previously intimated, is slight. Mre 
Ryan of Farley Construction, it appears, was unable to 
ebtain the same kind of shingles as are on that roof and, 
to protect our building in the event of further damage, 
i purchased a bundle of the same colour but of smailer 
size«

i am in receipt of a letter from our Superintendent 
of Bducation concerning the roof on the new Chenail 
4ndian Vay “School. Undoubtedly Mr. Ryan brought to 
your attention that high winds during November 18th 
and 19th last damaged the school roof om the side we 
were looking at the time Wr- Buck visited the school. 


In the above connection, the Lands and 
Development Services Sranch advise as follows: 


“With reference to the memorandum dated 
November 26th to you from the Acting 
Director of indian Affairs and your 
marginal note thereon, it is indicated 
that the asphalt shingles on the above 
school were improperly laid and/or not 
satisfactory in qualitye 


“Our Architect, in the course of an 

inspection this summer, observed during 

ea high wind that the shingles were not 

properly applied and warned the Contractor 

that if wind action had damaged the shingles 
beyond the point where proper nailing could 
rectify conditions, many of the shingles would 
have to be replaced. Since full instructions 

for applying these shingles are in every bundle, 
there is no justification for existing conditions. 
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“It is up to the Contractor te camplete 
the job properly, to provide a water tight 
roof in accordance with standard practice, 
even if it involwes replacing the whole 
roof covering."

With reference to your letter of 
December 16th last, your file 306-5 (EH), and further 
to copy of our letter to A-E-. Farley Construction 
Company, December 20th, please be advised that the 
damaged shingles on the section of the Chenail 
School roof facing the north west were repaired. 


However, during the high wind storm 
yesterday and last night, this portion of the roof 
received considerable damage with the result that 
many shingles are loosened and some blown off. It 
would appear that no matter what procedure we adopt 
with that type of asphalt shingles, we are not going 
to get satisfaction and whether or not we can recall 
the contractor to repair the recent damage is not 
clear to the writer. The recent high winds caused 
considerable damage in various sections of the 
Province and it is a debatable point as to whether 
we can hold the contractor liable to repairs in 
this case. Only the side of the roof and residence 
where the shingles were lifting at the time of Mre 
Buck's visit appear to receive any damage during 
wind storme« if we can not hold the contractor 
liable, there would appear to be only one thing 
we can do and that is nail the shingles down on 
the flap and, in the Spring, put on a similar 
roofing on this part of the building to what was 
put on the Agency Hesidence.

After leaving the Tyendinaga Reserve I went to 
St. Regis and visited all the schools on the reserves. 
Extensive repairs have bepn made to each of the schools 
and they are now in excellent condition. 

The new school at Chetlain on the lower Ghenail 
is nearing completion and Mr, Angus Lalonde, the contractor, 
has made an excellent jov of it. The site chosen is high 
and ary and the school will accommodate all the children 
in that neighborhood, The building stands on a good 
solid foundation which has been properly laid and the 
lumber used is well seasoned and of good quality. The 
plans and specifications made no provision for closets, 
but/Mr. Lalonde informed me that he would put up tw 
separate closets for $30.00 a piece, This appears to be 
@ reasonable price and I would recommend that his offer 
be accepted, 

The school will be ready for occupation early 
next month and we have already had an application from 


Mre. Cook, @n Indian woman, who holds a Model School 
Giploma 
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diploma and is very highly spoken of and her appointment 
would be satisfactory to the Indians. She wuld be quite 
willing to live Close to the school and, as it wuld be 
a difficult matter to get a white teacher as well able to 


instruct the Indians, I think it would be well to secure 


her services, if she will accept a salary of $400.00 a 


year. ew 

The only additional requirement I found needed 
for the Cornwall Island School were two gates, which could 
be put in for about $10.00. These were not called for in 
Mr. Lalonde's arrangement for repairs. The Department 
has been asked to fence off the school liot, but I tnink 
that this might stand till the spring, as there will be 
very little need of a fence this fall. 

The question of fencing the st. Regis Isiand 
School could also remain in abeyance, 

A pump will be required for the new well at 
the Village school. They have secured an excellent suppyy 
of water there and the well has been cased and should be 
boarded over when the new pump is placed in position. Mr, 
Taillon should be authorized to purchase a pum, 

None of these sehpols have been furnished with 


flags and, as they all iie in the neighborhood of the United 
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States border where the Stars and Stripes are constanily 
in view, I think it would be well to give them each a 
nine foot flag and instruct the Agent to have suitable 
poles provided and fly the flags on all state occasions. 
The teacher of the St. Regis Island School sent 
in her resignation to take effect on the 50th of this 
month and a new teacher will have to be engaged. It is an 
isolated place to live in and the accommodation is not 
very satisfactory, but we have an application from a 
Miss Burke, who has had some year's experience in teaching 
ana is probably the only one we could engage at such short 
notice. I would recommend that she be employed at the 
usual salary. 
The new teacher has taken charge of the Village 
School and from what I have gmm since learnt she is likely 
to five satisfaction, At all events there will be no 


recurrence of the trouble we had with the late teacher,

You might advise as to the repairs 
necessary and the approximate cost and also 
state whether the supply of water required 
could not be obtained from some well near 
the school.

Chetliain school is badly in need of interior redec- 
crating. At present the class-room has a very backward and 
neglected appearance. 

In event of you approving of this work being done 
this year, I would recommend that a competent painter be 
enraged, other than an Indian, as I mentioned before to you, 
that it is almost impossible to find an Indian Who does food 
interior painting. For outside work,painting, there are a 
few Indians who do fair work. 


St. efis Village school reauires a coat of paint, 
outside. It's almost four years since this school was painted. 
St. Reris Is&and School should be painted, exterior, @lso the 
shed at this achool, which was newly built in 1929, should 
be painted. 

Thece outside jobs could be done by Indian of the reserve 
Work is very scarce fér Indians of St. Regis reserve, and 
by giving some painting jobs, would help out some families 
who are in rather close circumstances. 

. With reference to Chetlain school, if you approve of 
the interior being redecorated, I would ret a price on cost 
ef work, and forward to you for consideration.

I have your letter of the first instant, 
recommending that the interior of the Chetlain Indian 
Day School be redecorated. It is noted that the ceiling 
requires a thorough cleaning and the walls should be 
cleaned and given a coat of muresco. 


In reply I have to say tht you may arrange 
for the purchase of approximately 5 ibs. of muresco and 
two wide brushes. You should arrange with Indians on 
relief to clean the walls and ceiling and apply the 
muresco, provided you are satisfied that they could per- 
form satisfactory work. In view of the relief which 
they receive, it is understood that there will be no 
charge for the labour. Please obtain an account, in 
triplicate, covering the cost of the muresco and the 
brushes. This, you should attach to proper voucher 
forms, certify in the usual manner and forward for pay- 
ment. 


The Department will be unable to incur the 
expenditure required in redecorating and cleaning the 
other schools on the reserve, unless the entire work 
could be performed by Indians on the relief list, 
without expense other than for the waterial. If you 
consider the Indiens could do the work satisfactorily, 
you may forward a list of the materials required and 
an estimate of the cost. Consideration will then be 
given as to whether funds for the purpose can be 
provided.
